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Senator Morgan, in his report in favor of the bill to 
build the Nicaragua Canal, says: “As a provision for the 
naval and military defence of our country, whether in- 
sular or continental, the canal is indispensable and the 
closer its location is made to the Gulf of Mexico the more 
efficient it would be in its protection to the Atlantic 
and Pacific Coasts. Measured by the income of the 
Suez Canal, at a corresponding cost the Nicaragua Canal 
should yield, with an equivalent of tolls, at least 12 per 
cent. on the highest estimated cost of $140,- 
000,000. Between that figure and $70,000,000, the low- 
est estimate, there was a margin of security as absolute 
as any forecast or skill of engineering could provide in 


advance.” 





‘The mileage allowance of naval officers will probably 
hereafter be fixed at the regular rate of eight cents. Un- 
der the present law officers traveling under orders, regard- 
less of the frequency of the travel or the distance, are al- 
lowed an allowance of seven cents. The Secretary of the 
Navy has recommended to Congress that the head of the 
Department be given authority n ordering officers to duty, 
including travel, to designate “only when actually travel- 
ing’ that expenses should be allowed. The sub-committee 
of the House Naval Committee has adopted an amend- 
ment to the appropriation bill making the mileage of offi- 
cers eight cents in cases where mileage will be paid in- 
stead of actual traveling expenses.

General Sternberg, Surgeon General of the Army, has 
received from Major Taylor, Chief Surgeon of the Marine 
Hospital at Honolulu, a report dated Jan. 7, 1900, which 
says: “Referring to the bubonic plague, I have the honor 
to report that since my last report there have been three 
cases of the disease and one death. The process of burn- 
ing up the infected district is rapidly proceeding. Its in- 
habitants are being isolated in detention camps and the 
Government has placed $270,000 at the disposal of the 
Board of Health, with the promise of more, if needed. 
These measures will, I think, be effective in eradicating 
the disease in the course of time. But little apprehension 
is felt of its attacking the troops of the command.” 





In an article on Delagoa Bay, in the New York 
“Times,” Mr. Poultney Bigelow says: “Delagoa Bay 
owes its great commercial, and just now strategic, im- 
portance, to two important facts: First, it is the near- 
est port to the gold fields of the Transvaal; secondly, it 
is far and away the best natural port in all South Af- 
rica. Both these advantages are neutralized by reason 
of Portuguese domination, so that, as a matter of fact, 
on the occasion of my visit (1896) many merchants pre- 
ferred to send their goods by the longer route through 
Natal, via Durban, merely because the Delagoa route 
offered much risk by reason of rapacious or at least 
very negligent management at the otherwise more fav- 
ored harbor.”

A large number of claims for pensions are being re- 
ceived by the Pension Office as a result of the Spanish- 
American War. The percentage of applications from 
Volunteers is much larger than from the Regulars, The 
battle of San Juan was selected by the Bureau as a 
basis for calculations, as the greatest number of cas- 
ualties occurred there. There were 192 Regulars killed, 
1,097 wounded, and 55 missing. Claims for pensions 
from the Regular Army number 2,962. At the same 
battle 34 Voiunteers were killed, 177 wounded and 45 
were missing. The claims for pensions from Volunteers 
number 3,558. There were 23 regiments of Regulars and 
three Regular batteries engaged, as against nine regi- 
ments of Volunteers. One regiment lost none in killed, 
wounded or missing, but has 419 claims for pensions 
pending. Some of the Volunteers prepared their claims 
for pensions before they were mustered out.

The American Veterans of Foreign Service is the title 
of an organization which has been formed in Columbus, 
O., and incorporated under the laws of the State. The 
secretary is J. Romanis, whose address is 374 Cleve- 
land avenue, Columbus, O., and in a circular issued it is 
said that the association has been formed for the espe- 
cial purpose of doing all in its power for the eneourage- 
ment and abetting of all matter which is favorable to 
the soldier and ex-soldier of the United States, such as, 
first, legislation, viz., the twenty-five year retirement 
bill; permanent increase of pay for foreign service sol- 
diers; the passage of more favorable pension laws, and 
a clause favoring honorably discharged soldiers in the 
Civil Service laws of the Federal, State and municipal 
Jovernments; second, the securing of favorable posi- 
tions; aid in drafting and forwarding claims, and the 
promotion of social conditions wherever opportune. The 
election of officers is annual, and meetings are held every 
two weeks. The initiation fee is $1 and the quarterly 
dues 25 cents. For circulars and other information ap- 
ply to the secretary.

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The Committee on Pensions of the Senate, in reporting 
adversely on the bill (S. 1176) to provide pensions for 
freedmen, calls attention to the use made ef these bills 
by dishonest people to impose upon the ignorant and 
eredulous freedmen and their children of the South. An 
association has been formed under the name of The ex- 
Slave Bounty and Pension Association of the United 
States of America, with local associations in various 
parts of the country, and constitutions and by-laws have 
been adopted and membership certificates issued upon 
the hypothesis and promise that Congress would cer- 
tainly favorably legislate on the subject. The charge 
for charters for local associations is $2.50 each, for 
membership certificates 25 cents each, and each member 
agrees to pay 10 cents per month to the local associa- 
tin to aid the movement. The growth in membership 
has been tremendous, and it is estimated that an amount 
aggregating $100,000 has been taken from the poor and 
deluded victims of this nefarious scheme. This bill, which 
is similar in terms to others that have been introduced 
into both branches of Congress, proposes to pension ex- 
slaves on a sliding scale according to age, and if en- 
acted into law would take millions upon millions of 
money from the public Treasury.

The Berlin “Echo” thinks that the members of the 
Triple Alliance will follow the precedent established by 
Germany in withdrawing its military attache from Paris 
on the ground that the post is not one of honor and the 
information obtained not sufficient to warrant the dis- 
turbance to good relations resulting from the suspicions 
created. It certainly could not have been pleasant for 
Germany to be mixed up in the Dreyfus case in the way 
it was, and the German Emperor was naturally offended 
by the free use made of his name in connection with a 
ease which became a world scandal. As the Vienna 
“Wage” says, “stolen documents never won a battle.” 
and the position of a military spy, especially in time of 
peace does not become an officer. There is undoubtedly 
a legitimate use for military attaches, but their functions 
should be limited to the study of what is open to them, 
and they should be relieved from the position of spying 
into what is intended to be hidden. As the “Journal des 
Debats,” in expressing its approval of the decision of 
the German Emperor, “The position is a very pleasant 
and desirable one when the attache is sent to the capital 
of an allied or avowedly friendly country. But the ease 
is very different if the power at whose capital the at- 
tache is stationed is inimical, or likely to become so. 
Then the attache is transformed into—an observing per-- 
son, to use no harsher term.”

As the London newspaper correspondents get further 
into the fight in South Africa their accounts become 
more and more wonderful till the military man reading 
their descriptions must doubt that the day of miracles 
is past. The dramatic envoy of the London “Daily 


News,” in writing of the charge of the Black Watch at 
Modder River, gives us this stirring picture: “Well did 
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they avenge the slaughter of the Scots; the bayonets like 
tongues of flames passed above or below the rifles’ guard 
and swept through brisket and breastbone. Out of 
their trenehes the guardsmen tossed the Boers as men 
in English harvest fields toss the hay.” Evidently this 
correspondent knows something of pitching hay, but ir 
he will come over to America and stack wheat for one 
day on a Western farm he will understand how heavy , 
bundle of wheat is at the end of a pitchfork, and what 
Samsons those British guards must have been to toss 
over their heads 160-pound Boers at the end of such a 
long lever as a rifle and bayonet. Similar exaggeratioy 
and flubdub marked the early work of our corresponi- 
ents in the Spanish War, but after the almost hysteric.| 
erection of the Matanzas mule into a martyr the public 
sickened and rhetoric began to give way to facts. We 
observe that among the most careful accounts from thie 
front are the reports of an American who is acting for 
a London paper after extensive experience in our receit 
war. 


There has been a monotonous sameness in the ver- 
sions given of the different cases of the heavy losses of 
the British in South Africa which is difficult to ascribe 
to inaccurate reporting. Take the case of the Gordons 
at Elandslaagte, when the “Gordons skirted the batter- 
ies in action and marched steadily in company columy 
until the enemy’s ridge was reached.” Next Gatacre’s 
surprise at Stormberg—“the column was marching four 
abreast and was surprised at daybreak by a hot Boer 
fire.” Then in General Methuen’s assault on the posi- 
tion at Magersfontein we are told that “the Highland 
Brigade arrived at 200 yards of the Boer position, 
marching in quarter column in close order; not suspect 
ing the vicinity of the enemy and were met with a ter- 
rible fire on their flanks.” Of this sort of business our 
Lahore, India, contemporary, says: “We know that Sir 
George White had an ample cavalry force, and althoug! 
Lord Methuen and General Gatacre are not supplie:! 
with that arm, both have mounted infantry and Colonia! 
corps at their orders, if they only used these as Sir 
George White has been doing since his beleaguerment, 
with the best results. Yet of scouting or even of an 
advance infantry guard we have no word and what we 
are told with ‘damnable iteration’ is of methods of at- 
tack which (if the almost incredible reports are to be 
believed) are such as would stop an officer’s promotion 
if exhibited before an Inspecting General on a field day 
out here.”

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In their report on the bill to give an additional pension 
to the widow of Gen. Horatio G. Wright, the Senate 
Committee on Pensions says: In person General Wright 
was a magnificent specimen of New Pngland manhood. 
Dignified and soldierly in demeanor, he was physical]; 
and mentally cast in a heroic mold. Abstemious in his 
habits, loyal and true in all his dealings, it may be said 
of him— 

A braver soldier never couched lance, 
A gentler heart did never sway in court. 

The facts given by the committee show that General 
Wright had a remarkable military career, and that his 
services to the country are such as few men have been 
able to render. As commander of the famous 6th Cor) 
and as Chief of Engineers of the Army from 1879 to 
1894 he achieved a reputation that will liye as long as 
heroism and devotion to country are recognized by the 
American people. General Wright died in Washington, 
D. C., on July 2, 1899, in his 80th year, leaving a widow 
with a very small amount of property, who is the benefi 
ciary under this bill. Mrs. Wright can not obtain pen 
sion at the Bureau of Pensions, for the reason that she 
is not able to establish the fact that her husband's 
death was due to his military service. The case is one 
that appeals strongly to the sense of justice of this great 
country, and the passage of the bill is earnestly recom 
mended by the committee after being amended so as to 
reduce the amount from $100 to $50 a month. The 
other eharges are verbal.

Post Chaplain David H. Shields has been dismisse:«| 
from the Army of the United States, to take effect Feb. 
1, and Rev. Edmund T. Easterbrook, of New York, has 
been selected for appointment to the vacancy. The action 
in the case of Chaplain Shields was the result of court- 
martial proceedings. He was tried at San Francisco fo: 
conduct unbecoming an officer and gentleman in conse 
quence of the alleged use of intoxicating liquor, and was 
convicted and sentenced to be dismissed. The case came 
before the President in the usual course of procedure, an: 
he approved the sentence this week, directing it to take 
effect on the first proximo. Chaplain Shields is a native 
of Pennsylvania, and was in the military service since 
Aug. 16, 1897. His alleged transgression occurred while 
he was on his way to San Francisco in compliance wit! 
orders to join the Army in the Philippines. Presiden‘ 
MeKinley has appointed Father Reynolds, of Maryland, a- 
a chaplain in the Navy, to succeed Father Park, resigned. 
The appointment of a Catholic to the vacancy was urged b) 
Representative Fitzgerald, of Massachusetts, and others 
and was desired by the high officials of the church. There 
are twenty-four chaplains in the Navy; it is stated tha‘ 
prior to the resignation of Father Park three of the num- 
ber were Catholics. There are now only two Catholic 
chaplains in the Navy, and the leading Catholics say there 
ought to be at least one more. This is conceded by the 
President and Secretary Long. It is claimed that the pro- 
portion of Catholic seamen and others serving in the Nav) 
is almost half the whole number, and that it is far 
greater than the proportion of Catholic chaplains. 
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THE FUTURE OF CHINA. 


That England and America take much the same view 
of the “open door” in China and of the probable future 
of her people, and that men of experience in Chinese af- 
fairs reach very similar conelusions, is indicated by 
articles in the January “Atlantic,” and in the English 
“Contemporary Review,” as quoted in “The Living 
Age.” 

“I hope to show that apart from actual fighting in the 
field, the Chinese can make their country too hot to hold 
foreigners if they really set themselves steadily to do 
so,” says “Senex,” discussing “The White Man's Bur- 
den in China” from an English point of view. “If we 
were to select fifty good average healthy. specimens of 
fifty of the most varied races of men, white and col 
ored, and set them all to work together under similar 
but specially arduous and trying conditions of hard toil, 
scanty and repellent fare, bad water, little sleep, etc., 
till forty-nine of them were knocked up and done for, 
ye should very probably find that the solitary survivor 
would be the slow-moving Chinaman. 

(he Chinaman will not move until the visible pres- 
P and iconoclastic workings of the foreigner are 
fairly brought home to him in his own native village, 
ere he works surrounded by the graves of his an- 
tors on every hillside. Then he will move, and in 
h a case to some purpose, but it will be in his own 
way—quite apart from any government—for he will not 
likely to consult the far-off and helpless powers at 
l'king. Should the Germans, or any other power, try 
rule any considerable faction of China with the 
iiled fist’—that is, with a personal and visible rule 
orced by an overt display of foreign force and for-

In general harmony with these views, D. Z. Shef-

its essential features be perpetuated. It would be 
ficult to do a greater wrong to the people of China 
han to leave the nation to itself—to the operation of 
those forees of evil that have their source in the selfish- 
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ness, the passions, and the ambitions of men, and are of 
the nature of an organic disease in all strata of govern- 
ment and all conditions of society. She must move 
from this time forth, and her great need is that type of 
sympathetic guidance and help that will promote her 
best interests; but under existing international compli- 
cations it is not easy to give such assistance. 

“Though China as a self-directed government may dis- 
appear for a time from among the nations, there is no 
ground for doubt that her social life, with its institu- 


tions medified and ennobled by Christianity, will con-~ 


tinue, and that the Chinese people will exert an import- 
ant influence in solving the social and political problems 
that are now engaging the serious attention of men. 


They have spent their lives under the most unsanitary 


conditions, breathing impurity and poison, and yet they 
have multiplied from generation to generation, slowly 
absorbing outlying lands; and filling them with their 
unnumbered progeny. Three doilars a month, or $36 a 
year, would ‘cover the earnings of a Chinese family of 
the working class. The meaning of this is that the 
Chinaman will survive and prosper under conditions of 
life which would discourage, and finally overwhelm, the 
European. If they come under the government of West- 
ern nations, their conditions of life will vastly improve, 
with the certain result that they will multiply in the 
future more rapidly than they have done in the past. 
‘the Chinaman, after proper training, will use West- 
ern tools, manipulate machinery, and reach results that 
will win him recognition for his skill and bring his serv- 
ices into requisition; and his faithfulness in works, his 
keenness of observation, his power of imitation, will 
make these services more and more valuable. 

“There is as little probability that the Chinese lan- 
guage, in which has been produced a splendid literature, 
and which is spoken by a people embracing one-fourth 
of the population of the earth, will ultimately become ex- 
tinct as that the people will disappear. 

“Here is the substance of the matter: China needs 
protection and guidance, even to the point of wise com- 
pulsion, at the hands of such Christian nations as are 
truiy interested in her welfare, that she may be pre- 
served in her integrity, and enter in earnest upon her 
career of reform. The vast potential resources of China, 
the labor power of her people, and their undeveloped 
capacity to share in the consumption of the products of 
the world’s industries will compel statesmen and stu- 
dents of political and social problems to acquire that 
knowledge of China which as yet is possessed only by 
the few.” 

The nation best fitted to undertake the work of re- 
generating China is Russia, By location, by a natural 
genius for governing oriental peoples, and by her readi- 
ness to undertake the task, she has a very great ad- 
vantage over England, and she is not at all modest 
about pressing her advantages.

FROM OUR PHILIPPINE CORRESPONDENT. 
Los Banos, P. I., Dec. 9, 1899. 

Thanksgiving Day has come and gone and we still lie 
sweltering under a tropical sun. Here in the south (we 
call that part of Luzon lying south of Manila the 
“south”) all is comparatively quiet and this permitted us 
to make some arrangements for our holiday dinner. How 
different was our Thanksgiving Day from that at home— 
ours seemed unnatural. Some of our number arose on 
Thanksgiving morning long before the sun, ate their 
meal of bacon, hardtack and coffee and marched forward 
against the enemy. Some poor soldiers lay dying neath 
the burning sun. Some there were who lay at the point 
of death; in hospitals, turning and tossing in the burn- 
ing agony of fever. Others, with breaking hearts, caused 
by bad news from home, thanked God for—what? It 
is hard for those at home to realize all the pain and 
suffering that our soldiers undergo. Still, we have a 
great deal for which to be thankful. For my part, I am 
thankful that there are men and women who do not 
have to undergo what I do; thankful for the fact that 
things are no worse; thankful that our country still 
reigns victorious and that Edward Atkinson and his 
colleague, Aguinaldo, are being defeated on all sides. 

Thanksgiving morning dawned clear in the little pueblo 
of Los Banos. A gentle breeze came to us over the wa- 
ters of the Laguna de Bay and cooled the temperature 
to only 105 deg. Grand preparations had been made by 
one Senor Quisimbing, a Filipino, who had received per- 
mission to make the “feasta” a general holiday for na- 
tives, and Americans. “For,” said he, “it will help to 
make the people understand the Americans.” 

A large arbor was constructed of bamboo thatched with 
banana leaves, a greased pole was erected and an enclos- 
ure fenced off for other games and contests. A native 
orchestra (and it was an orchestra with a vengeance) 
was procured for the day. It consisted of a guitar with 
five strings, a violin, baritone brass horn and cornet. 
Both the violinist and guitar players were experts, but 
lacked good instruments. The violinist had not a hair 
on his bow, but continued to play with the wooden part 
of it and played well, too. The cornet player could not 
produce more than three notes without a break, and he 
always seemed to be hunting for the “lost chord.” As 
for the baritone, his performance baffles description. 

With shots of joy the Filipino urchins, some nude, 
othere nearly so, scrambled for the coins tossed to them, 
chased the greased pig, rolled in the dirt for greased co- 
coanuts, containing money, and covered themselves with 
dit and grease. One of the most amusing events was 
the contest for coins pasted to the bottoms of two 
ing pans. The pans were covered witha thick coating 
of soot, and the boys were required to remove the coins 
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with their teeth and not use their hands. In their avari- 
ciousness they heeded not the soot and emerged from the 
contest with greasy, soot-besmeared faces, much to the 
amusement of the epectators. 

In the afternoon boat races took place, and some oth- 
er contests. ‘The principal event, however, was the 
advent of some sixteen or eighteen “caballeros,” who 
displayed their skill in lancing some suspended rings, be- 
fore the belles of the town, for prizes to be delivered by 
the ladies. When the “caballeros” began to assemble, 
Senor Quisimbing visited several houses in town and 
brought therefrom twelve of the fairest senoritas (I 
should say “Indias,” for Filipino misses are termed such) 
of Los Banos.

"We hear and read of a good deal of criticism on the 
military authorities here for “desecrating churches.” I 
would like to say something on that subject. In every 
town on the Island of Luzon there is a large stone or 
adobe building called a church. It would do some of 
the religiously inclined people in the States—who are 
crying “Stop the desecration of churches in Luzon”— 
good to attend the “ceremonies” at some of these 
churehes. The greetings we usually get from a church 
in an insurgent town are “bullets;” the “services,” bat- 
tle tactics. 

In Luzon the churches have been used by the insur- 
gents for fortifications, and strong ones they are. The 
non oe in some are closed with masonry and perfectly 

holed. Vast stores of ammunition have been found 
= er the altars and in other places in the churches. 

They have ceased to churches and are 
fortifications, with the peculiar architecture of churches, 
and is it a sin, is it a ration to allow our worn-out 
soldiers to enter them, clean them up and utilize them 
as a shelter against the heat and rains? The Catholic 
church does not complain; why should these? When we 
find a church without evi ces of having been used by 
insuigents for fortifications, in good condition, the 
Padre present and the place still devoted to religious 
services, that church is not used to quarter our men in; 
no church is ever “desecrated” by our presence. I speak 
fiom experience, from personal observation. 

There is another thing which has caused a great deal 
of difference of opinion among the people in the States 
—false accounts of conditions here, written by corre- 
spondents. We have seen men come to Manila, and with- 
in two hours settle the Philippine question to their own 
satisfaction, Some correspondents for papers never reach 
the aves: line, never see a battle, never have any deal- 
ings wit the natives other — to barter for things 
in the market in Manila or hack fare. Yet these 
would-be war correspondents au all about the condi- 
tion of affairs in the Philippines. They hear rumors of 


a battle, they watch the Manila papers, to get in- 
formation from the Palace and then write long articles 
on how the “poor Filipino” is treated. 
As one soldier said of it, “1 came over here with the 
poor Filipino idea in my head.

OBJECTIONS TO DOUBLE TURRETS. 

Rear Adml. Philip Hichborn, Chief Constructor, U. 8. 

N., in “The Independent,” has an article on “The Ob- 
jection to the Double Turret,” in which he says: “In 
the last war the vessels of our Navy fulfilled all that 
was required of them in every particular, despite the 
intricate mechanism of the modern warship. None of 
these vessels, however, were fitted with the double tur- 
ret, and 1 am so firmly convinced of the disastrous con- 
sequences of such a design in actual warfare that I fear 
the result would have been otherwise had the two battle- 
ships fitted with the double or superimposed turrets been 
in service. Lhe Kentucky and Kearsarge, so far as the 
double turrets are concerned, are as yet untried, but 
although the design was widely exploited several years 
ago, no other nation has deemed it desirable to incor- 
porate it in the construction of its battleships. 
_ “I believe that the offensive efficiency of both the 8- 
inch and 12-inch guns is materially less than if they were 
mounted in separate turrets, owing to their mutual in- 
terference and lack of independent control. Further- 
more, | believe that the arrangement is necessarily more 
vulnerable than if independent turrets were adopted. 
Assuming that each turret is as likely to be disabled 
when mounted together as when mounted separately, 
there is no question that if the 12-inch turret were dis- 
abled the 8-inch would also be thrown out of action 
and if the 8-inch turret were disabled, the 12-inch would 
also be incapacitated. Moreover, the 8-inch guns, train- 
ing as they do, are serviceable for attack only against 
the same point as the heavy guns. ‘The double turret 
places upon one man the responsibility for the manage- 
ment of four heavy guns, a circumstance which in itself 
seems a conclusive argument against success, for such 
responsibility is, in my opinion, beyond human endur- 
ance in the excitement of battle, with the turrets filled 
with heated and poisonous vapors. It is there again that 
the unexpected will happen, and the rapid concentra- 
tion of fire which was relied upon will fail to material- 
ise, as does the much wanted speed of an over-powered 
ship. 
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SOME REBELLION RECORDS. 


In our issue of Nov. 18 we referred in an article on 
“Coming Stars’’ to the probable adoption of the policy 
of retiring at advanced grade officers who saw service 
during the War of the Rebellion and have been contin- 
uously in the service since then. The record of the of- 
ficers whose names we mentioned is the best proof of the 
justice of such a measure. Col. Henry B. Freeman, 
24th Inf., wears a medal of honor granted “for distin- 
guished gallantry in the battle of Stone River;” won 
the brevet of Captain for gallant and meritorious 
service at the battle of Murfreesboro and of Major at 
the battle of Chickamauga; was captured and escaped 
from prison, joining Sherman’s army at Columbia, 8S. 
C., February, 65; engaged in the Sioux wars of '66-'68 
and in the campaign on the Republican River, Kansas, 
in ’69; commanded six companies during Yellowstone 
campaign of ’76; commanded escort to the Sitting Bull 
Commission at Fort Wabash, Dominion of Canada, in

Col. Andrew 8. Burt, 25th U. S. Inf., Brigadier Gen- 
eral, U. 8. Vols., who served during the Civil War in 
the 18th U. S. Inf., May, ’61, and as Captain and 
Aide-de-Camp, received the brevet of Captain June, ’62, 
for gallant and meritorious services at the battle of Mill 
Spring and of Major for gallant and meritorious serv- 
ice during the Atlanta campaign, and in the battle of 
Jonesboro. 

Col. Edgar R. Kellogg, 6th U. 8S. Inf., Brigadier Gen- 
eral, U. S. Vols., participated in the battle of Shiloh; 
was wounded at Jonesboro; received the brevets of Cap- 
tain and Major for gallant and meritorious services at 
Murfreesboro, Tenn., during the Atlanta campaign and 
at Jonesboro, Ga. 

Col. Isaac D. De Russy, 11th U. S. Inf., was ap- 
pointed 2d Lieutenant, 1st U. 8S. Inf., April, 61; Captain 
in February, 62; and was brevetted Major March, ’65, 
for gallant and meritorious services during the rebellion. 

Lieut. Col. Gilbert 8S. Carpenter, 7th U. S. Inf., was 
engaged at Rich Mountain, one of the early actions of 
the Civil War; at Mill Spring, Shiloh, and in the siege 
of Corinth, at Perryville and Stone River, where he 
was severely wounded. He was brevetted Captain for 
gallant and meritorious service in this last battle. Lieut. 
Col. Chas. C. Hood, 19th Inf., was also at Stone River, 
at Chickamauga, and with Sherman through the Atlantic 
campaign and on the march through Georgia and the 
Carolinas. He was wounded at the battle of Chickamauga 
and in action with Roddy’s cavalry. 

This is merely brief mention of some salient features 
in the war records of a few of the veterans of the Re- 
bellion still remaining on the active list, and it might be 
greatly extended. 
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AN ELECTRIC GUN. 


L. S. Gardner, superintendent of the Gardner Motor 
Works in New Orleans, has, according to newspaper 
report, invented an electric cannon which has worked 
successfully on a smali scale. Several New York capi- 
talists have, it is said, been so impressed with the idea 
that they expressed a willingness to invest heavily, and 
a Russian officer has asked that the cannon be sub- 
mitted to his government for experiments. 

The principle of the gun is simple. If a tube is wound 
with insulated wire and an electric current is sent 
through the wire, magnetic attraction is set up inside 
the tube. If an iron rod fitting the tube is placed near 
it it will be drawn into the tube by the force of the 
magnetism. The current is cut off the instant the iron 
rod or projectile reaches the center of the tube. Then 
it meets with no resistance beyond the center, but darts 
on through the tube. If after passing through one tube 
it enters a second tube in which the same process is re- 
peated, it gains additional momentum, and if it passes 
through still another tube, all in a straight line, its mo- 
mentum can be increased until it acquires enormous 
speed. This is the secret of the Gardner gun. A line 
of short coils or hollow magnets, forming a continuous 
tube, and provided with a mechanical device for switch- 
ing the current on or off each magnet in succession, 
constitute the cannon. ' . : 

The first magnet will give the projectile a velocity of 
50 feet a second; the second will increase this, and the 
projectile will go through a barrel containing, say, 20 or 
30 magnets, gaining additional velocity and force with 
each magnet, until its speed equals that of a shot fired 
from a cannon with a high explosive. The cannon is 
open at both ends, is smokeless, noiseless, never - 
hot, and can be fired as fast as it can be fed. e 
model is a short, thick, glass tube, no larger than an 
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ordinary lead pencil, wound around with three coils of 
wire, each constituting a miniature Ordinary 
nails with their heads cut off are used. as projectiles,

CHANGES AT THE NAVAL ACADEMY. 


A becoming change has recently been introduced in 
formations at the Naval Academy. Notwithstanding 
the fact that a ranking officer was always present and 
in practical command, the Adjutant was accusfomed to 
return to his position, after reading orders, and give the 
command, “Fours, right,”’ without the slightest recogni- 
tion of his superior, Now, just before “Fours, right,” 
the cadet commander salutes the officer in charge and 
gets his permission by a return salute to give the neces- 
sary order to march into the mess hall, Amon ether 
improvements introduced at Annapolis during the last 
score of years are the order for the band to march in to 
the band stand and not straggle in one by one; the beau- 
tiful ceremony of saluting and coming to “attention” at 
the raising and lowering of the colors; the increased con- 
fidence reposed in the graduating class, while in their 
separate quarters, and an extension of their privileges ; 
the establishment of conduct grades, with privileges ac- 
cording to conduct; “the issuing of the orders not to 
permit cadets to obey each other’s orders or visit each 
other’s rooms without official permission, whereby the 
plots of the hazers were greatly disturbed. The curricu- 
lum has been enlarged by the addition of English studies 
to the preliminary examination for admission and the 
mathematical education of the cadets has been further 
increased, too, by the amount of mathematics required 
of a candidate for admission. 

Besides, a large number of branches have added to the 
course since the establishment of the institution. Yet, 
could the spirit of Franklin Buchanan, the wise and 
gallant commander who was the Academy’s first super- 
intendent, come within its portals he would find, sub- 
stantially, the same regulations in force that he, with 
such precision, laid down October 10th, 1845, for the 
government of what has proved to be the greatest naval 
school in the world. 

How these little touches of improvement come about 
may be found in an incident of Admiral Buchanan’s 
day. He was standing, during his administration, with 
Prof. Lockwood, looking at some cadets passing. Prof. 
Lockwood said to him: “It is not proper for officers to 
be going about with their hands in their pockets,” as 
some of the cadets in sight — themselves. The 
order was immediately issued prohibiting it, and from 
that day to this no cadet is ever seen with his hands in 
his pockets.

The arrivals of the Spanish gunboats Quiros and 
Villalobos and transport General Alava last week, with 
the garrisons of Ponape and Tap in the Caroline group, 
was an event of much interest. Many of the officers 
were accompanied by their fami‘ies and there were also 
a number of civilian families, altogether numbering 
some 500 on the Alava. None of the soldiers or passen- 
gers were permitted to land in Manila, but on Sunday, 
after the interchange of official visits between the var- 
ious men-of-war in the bay, a number of launches car- 
ried many from the Spanish ships to the landing at the 
foot of the Matecon, where they held a reception, their 
Manila friends flocking to see them. On Sunday an- 
other Spanish transport, the Oranus, arrived from the 
Marianas with General Blanco and his famous battalion 
of Macabebes. This organization, of which Spain is so 
justly proud, is interesting to Americans by reason of 
the fine servicé some of these same Macabebes have 
rendered to the United States forces in the North. 

General Blanco has a magnificent presence and an 
immense amount of personal magnetism, and is an ob- 
ject of idolatrous regard with his men, who follow 
him when he leads unquestioningly. To the Tagalos 
they are the objects of the greatest fear, the evil one 
himself seeming harmless by comparison. When the 
ceremony of the transfer of the islands to Germany took 
place at Saipan a touching incident occurred in connec- 
tion with these Macabebe scouts. As the Spanish col- 


‘ors were hauled down for the last time, to the strains of 


the national air, the Macabebes, as the flag touched the 
ground, sprang forward, and, seizing the flag, divided 
it among themselves, each keeping a piece in remem- 
brance of their old-time loyalty. 

During the week the officers of the Spanish gunboats 
were given shore leave, and it was a common but no 
less novel sight to see an American Naval officer fra- 
ternizing with a Spanish brother in arms. 

The new hospital at Corregidor has been completed, 
and, with the Administration building, presents a most 
attractive appearance. It is in every way modern and in 
ali details a model of finish. A supply of pure water has 
been secured by damming the creek running back of 
Corregidor, through which flows the purest water in all 
the country round. 

The Government ice plant is al,o nearing comple ion 
and when finished will be the largest of the sort any- 
where, the capacity being greater than any one pre- 
viously constructed. 

Speaking of Corregidor, however, reminds me that it 
was the scene of a most delightful launch party the 
other day, given by Capt. and Mrs. Ffoulkes, Medical 
Department, U. 8S. A. The party left Manila in the cool 
of the morning, half after eight. On the three-hour trip 
to Corregidor the time was passed in breakfast and danc- 
ing to the strains of a string orchestra of eight pieces. 
On their arrival at the island the gay party were met 
by the Filipino band of 35 members, to which inspiring 
music the jolly crowd walked up to the Hotel Corregidor, 
where a delicious lunch was served, mid flowers and 
flags. After a day devoted to exploring the island and 
visiting the hospital, the party left for home, feeling 
that the time had been passed in an ideally happy man- 
ner.

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THE CARTER CASE. 

We present to our readers to-day the opinion of the 
United States Circuit Court of Appeals. for the Second 
lvistrict in the case of Oberlin M. Carter, late Captain 
of Engineers, U. 8. A. Carter was represented by 
Abram J. Rose, who was one of his counsel before the 
general court martial which tried this noted case in 
Savannah, Ga., two years ago. General H. L. Burnett, 
United States attorney, and General J. W. Clous, Dep- 
uty Judge Advocate General, U. 8. A., appeared in be- 
half of the United States. On account of its importance 
the case was hotly contested, both sides handing up 
elaborate briefs, 

In the opinion published below, Judge Wallace fully 
sustained the points asserted by General Clous in the 
original hearing of the writ of habeas corpus before 
Judge Lacombe, and elaborately reiterated and sup- 
ported by many authorities in his brief submitted to the 
Circuit Court of Appeals. 

Under the rules of the court, the mandate in this case 
cannot issue until ten days have elapsed. There is no 
further appeal, but the Supreme Court of the United 
States may, in its discretion, upon proper petition 
grant a writ of certiorari, requiring the Court of Ap- 
perils to ‘certify the case up for-review. This power 
hns been very sparingly exercised, and only in cases of 
grave importance, .

Chis appeal presents for review an order of the Cir- 
cuit Court of the United States for the Southern Dis- 
trict of New York dismissing a writ of habeas corpus.

» the publication of his crime and punishment as pre- 
scribed by statute upon a dismissal for fraud. e 
in and sentence of the court martial were ap- 
roved. by the Ser aan: 4 of War and confirmed by the 
President; and before the institution of the a ag 
nder review the relator had paid the fine imposed by 
he sentence, and had been dismissed from the service 
f the United States. 

It is not the office of a writ of habeas corpus to per- 
form the functions of a Writ of error in reviewing the 
udgment of a court martial. Courts martial are tri- 
bunals created by Congress in pursuance of the power 
conferred by the Constitution, and have as plenary jur- 
isdiction of offences committed to them by the law mili- 
tary as do the Circuit and District Courts of the United 
States in the exercise of their statutory 
other offences. The question of jurisdiction may be 
reached by such a writ, as it may be when the judg- 
ment of any tribunal is attacked; but the range and 
scope of the inquiry is controlled by the same rules and 
limitations in either case. There must be jurisdiction to 
hear and determine, and to render the particular judg- 
ment or sentence imposed; but if this exists, however er- 
roneous the proceedings may be, they cannot be re- 
viewed collaterally or redressed by habeas corpus. These 
principles have been repenteey declared by the authori- 
ties. In re Davidsen (21 Fed. Rep. 618); ex parte Reed 
100 U. S., 13); in re Coy (127 U. 8., 731); ex parte Yar- 
horoy h (110 U. S., 651); U. S. vs. Pridgeon (153 U. 


It is not contended for the appellant that the court 
martial did not Reve Jurledvetion of the person of the 
.ccused, and of the offences of which he was convicted; 
but it is insisted that the court transcended its power in 
he imposition of punishment. More specifically the 
tention for the sgoemant is that, while it was within 
the competency of the court martial to try and punish 
he relator for the offences in violation of the 
Article of War of which he was convicted, the court ex- 
eeded its authority when it punished him by fine and 
mprisonment instead of fine or imprisonment; and that 
he cohyiction and sentence for the offence alleged to 
in violation of the 62d Article of War were void 
ecause the facts charged did not constitute an offence 
gainst that article. 

If the sentence was in excess of the authority con- 
‘rred upon the court by the Articles of War enacted 
y Congress, it was to that extent void, as the court 
ould have gone beyond its jurisdiction in imposing pun- 
shment. On the other hand, if the authority of the 
urt extended to the punishment of the relator by fine 
nd imprisonment upon his conviction of the two of- 
ences in violation of the 60th Article of War, the sen- 
ence defeats any remedy by the writ of habeas corpus, 
is that remedy reaches only cases of unlawful imprison- 
nent, and it matters not for present purposes ether 
he authority of the court extended to his convietion and 
entence for any other offence. There being no stat- 
tory direction upon the subject, usa rmits an in- 
efinite number of offences to be adjudicated together 
n one proceeding by courts martial, and the rendition 
‘f a single sentence covering all the convictions and im- 
sing punishment accordingly, however separate and 
listinet may be the different offences, and however dif- 
erent may be the punishment gine for them. 

(219,614); Davis 
Military Law (148,689). It follows that if the sentence 
s warranted by a conviction of two offences, it is jus- 
ified to the extent that such offences are punishable. 
The 60th Article of War declares among other things 
hat a rson in the military service of the United 
States Sho enters into any agreement or conspiracy 
o defraud the United States by obtaining, or aiding 
ithers. to obtain, the allowance of any false or fraudu- 
ent claim:” or “who makes or causes to be made any 
claim against. the United States, er any officer thereof 
knowing such elaim to be false or fraudulent,” * * * 
“shall on conviction thereof be punished by fine or im- 
risonment, or by such other punishment as a court 
martial may adjudge.” e artic besides the two 
ffences. mentioned, defines disjunctively eight others, 
and the language prescribing the punishment is con- 
tained in a eoncln clause at the of the enum- 
eration. We entertain no doybt that the cluding 
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criminal act. en perly constituted and convened 
a court martial has Juris on to hear and determine 
the question whether the accused is guilty of any of the 
offences created by the Article of War. is jurisdic tion 
necessarily includes the authority te decide, when the 
charge preferred against the accused is the commission 
of one or more of these offences, whether the specifica- 
tions and the evidence sufficiently exhibit the incriminat- 
ing facts. As was said by the Supreme Court in Dynes 
vs. Hooyer ow., 65), the sentence (when confirmed 
by the President) “is altogether beyond the ante 
or inquity of any civil tribunal whatever, unless it shall 
be in a case in which the court had no jurisdiction over 
the subject matter or charge, or one in which, having 
jurisdiction over the subjcct, it has failed to observe the 
rules prescribed by statute for its exercise.” Having 
found the relator to be guilty of two offences, the court 
was empowered by the statute to punish him as to one 
by fine, and as to the other by im ment. The sen- 
tence was not in excess of its authority. 

It is proper to state that the other punishments im- 
posed m the relator by the sentence were authorized 
by the les of War. The conviction of conduct un- 
becoming an officer and gentleman was for an offence in 
violation of Article 61; and that article requires that 
upon conviction the officer be dismissed from the serv- 
ice. ‘The punishment by publication of his crime was 
authorized by Article 100, which provides for such pun- 
ishment when an officer is dismissed from the service 
for cause. It is also proper to state that Congress can, 
if it ones fit, carve out two or more offences from a sin- 
gle criminal transaction, and impose cumulative punish- 
ment for the different offences (Commonwealth vs. 
Trickey, 95 Mass., 559; U. 8S. vs. Harmison, 3 Sawyer, 
556), and if the court martial convicted the relator of 
several offences for a single criminal transaction it did 
not transcend necessarily the power conferred by the 
60th Article of War. 

The appellant has urged the proposition that the re- 
lator, having been dismissed from the service, was not 
thereafter amenable to military authority. If by this 
it is meant to be said that he was no longer lawfully in 
eustody under the sentence of imprisonment, the prop- 
osition has not sufficient color of merit to require dis- 
cussion. 

In dismissing the writ the court below expressed the 
opinion that the relator was properly convicted by the 
court martial on an offence in violation of the 62d 
Article of War, and that the sentence of imprisunment 
was supported by such conviction. Without intending 
to impugn the correctness of this conclusion, we have 
not considered the question, because in the view we 
have reached it does not arise. e relator was law- 
fully restrained of his liberty by the sentence ind com- 
mitment pursuant to it, because the sentence was war- 
ranted both as to fine and imprisonment by his convic- 
tion of one offence aeayectts him to punishment by 
imprisonment, and both in violation of the 60th Article 
of War. 

The order dismissing «the writ of habeas corpus is af- 
firmed, with costs.

THE RECORD OF 
GEDDES. 

The Senate Committee on Military Affairs present a 
report favoring the passage of a bill, 8. 41, to correct 
the record of Andrew Geddes, late Captain 25th U. S. 
Inf., and brevet Major, and now chief clerk in the De- 
partment of Agriculture, and to place him on the retired 
list of the Army. A similar bill was introduced in the 
last Congress and a substitute for the same was re- 
‘ported favorably and passed March 2, 1899. He was 
dismissed Dec. 81, 1880, after a service of nearly nine- 
teen years in the Army and an honorable service dur- 
ing the Civil War as a Volunteer, in which he rose to 
the rank of Lieutenant Colonel. In stating his case 
he says: “My dismissal was the result of charges, 
trumped up, without.any foundation in fact, maliciously 
concocted, and the outcome of as despicable, unjust, re- 
lentless, and bitter a persécution as ever disgraced the 
annals of our Army or any other. As was said at the 
time, it was better to sacrifice me than give publicity 
to an Army seandal by trying and punishing the very 
party who had been guilty of * * * I was victimized; 
the other (God save the mark!) honorably retired. It 
was an infinite, dastardly outrage. Two specifications 
charge me with drunkenness, not only on the same day 
and date, but within fifteen minutes of each other; the 
fact being that I passed from one duty to the other in 
the time mentioned, barely haying time to change my 
uniform. I was found “guilty” of the latter a “not

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ENGLAND'S HOUR OF TRIAL. 

One of our correspondents makes the mistake of assum- 
ing that we are influenced by patriotic hostility toward 
England because we have found so little to commend thus 
far in her conduct of the war in South Africa. He for- 
gets that this is a professional paper and that we must 
deal with the facts so far as we can discover them, avoid- 
ing the exaggerated and often absurd reports accepted as 
war news by the daily papers. The Continental service 
papers are united in their condemnation of Bnglish 
methods on purely professional grounds, and their opin- 
ions are in the main those of the English military papers, 
except that these are naturally more restrained in their 
criticism and more disposed to make the most of reports 
of English valor that are, even if correctly reported, of 
little significance as determining military results. No 
one questions the courage and energy of the English as 
fighters, nor can there be any doubt of their ardent pa- 
triotism, but these must be guided by military skill if they 
are not to be wasted. The London “United Service Ga- 
zette” says in its issue of Jan. 6: “Three months of hos- 
tilities, about five millions already spent, the foe firmly 
established on our soil, our towns beleaguered and be- 
sieged, one or two slight victories barren of trophies or re- 
sults, and several downright defeats, accompanied in 
nearly each case by ignominious losses in prisoners and 
guns. Finally, we are now compelled to make efforts such 
as have never been demanded of us before in the whole of 
our history to avert further disaster. Not that there is 
anything as yet which cannot be retrieved, nor any reason 
why we should not ultimately triumph, but why wade 
through all this adversity, loss and expense to achieve it?” 

The “Admiralty and Horse Guards Gazette” of Jan. 
11 describes the Dnglish military system as rotten and in- 
efficient, and says: “The almost unbroken series of dis- 
asters and defeats which has befallen our arms in the 
course of the war with the Boer Republics so far, may be 
traced with the utmost certainty to the vicious and ineffi- 
cient system of Army administration, which in this coun- 
try has prevailed too long for the good of the nation and 
the Army, and which, it is to be hoped and believed, will 
be utterly swept away as the result of our dearly-bought 
South African experience. On what avowable ground 
can the selection for supreme command of Sir Redvers 
Buller be justified by Lord Wolseley? Sir Redvers had 
never given the smallest evidence of military capacity. 
He had shown no genius for organization like Lord Kitch- 
ener, nor had he shown, like Lord Roberts, skill @nd dar- 
ing in handling an army in the field. He had not even 
shown anything like the more limited military talent 
which had been evinced by Lord Woiseley himself.” 

The “Army and Navy Gazette” speaks of “the cynical 
indifference to grave warnings, the peddling attempt to 
minimize obvious difficulties, the perverse efforts to secure 
approbation by showy projects of reform, while all the 
time the best interests of the Army were being subordin- 
ated to ideas now proved to be practically unsound.” It is 
certainly greatly to the credit of the English service pa- 
pers that they should speak thus frankly, and they are 
quite right in thinking that the present war is «bles 
in disguise, revealing as it does their military i 
under circumstances that permit of reform without in- 
viting serious disaster. Humiliating as it must 
st off by auch an ey foe, the British magire 
is in loge danger than when the ship of state was ing 
along under incompetent guidance and ignorant of its . 
weakness. To understand her dangers and provide 
them is to escape future disaster.

After so many bitter experiences the 
trick should be about played out, or tried on the enemy by 
way of a change. In stratagems, clever devices, and re- 
sourcefulness we are as children compared to the 
Boers. The consequence is they continually surprise us 
with the unexpected; we play into their hands by doing 
exactly what taey anticipate. A terrible instance was the 
battle of Magersfontein. Night attacks when they fail are 
disastrous, and Magersfontein was no exception. In a 
country where the very air carries news they are almost 
certain to be unsuccessful. One thing is almost certain ; 
we shall gain less in this war by showy victories and fron- 
tal attacks than by raids such as Col. Pilcher’s and 
harassing the enemy’s communications as General French 
is doing. We want stratagems as well as strategy, tricks 
as well as tactics.” ake 

We hope hereafter to hear less from these critics of 
American methods and belittlers of our military achieve- 
ment, who weary us with their constant reference to the 
superiority of England in all that concerns the conduct of 
government. We have never shared their opinions, not 
because we do not appreciate what England has done, but 
because we believe that in everything that relates to 
executive action in civil or military administration 
America is superior. What English or what Continental 
soldier could have made a better record for himself than 
the much-abused Otis in the Philippines, and our military 
administrators in Cuba and Puerto Rico? Say what good 
you will of England, but hereafter spare us your com- 
parisons. 

The latest despatch from Genera] Buller, dated Spear- 
man’s Camp, Jan. 25, 12:05, received some daye after 
the above article was written, indicates that we were 
quite correct in our surmise that the unopposed passage 
of the Tugela indicated that the Boers were p ng an- 
other surprise for the English. This last experience adds 
another to the melancholy record of their mishaps, as this 
would appear to be the worst of all. 

After being beguiled across the Tugela the forces un- 
der General Warren encountered on Jan. 17 at Acton 
Homes, a small body of Boer horse, evidently no more 
than a reconnoitring party, and we had glowing accounts 
of the defeat of the Boers with a loss of one Brit 
officer and three men killed and wounded. Twenty-three 
Boers were taken prisoners. Gen, Warren appears to 
have crossed the Tugela at Tritchardt’s Drift, and at 
Potgieter’s, six miles to the east. His apparent purpose 
was to interpose between the Boers at the passes of the 
Drakentfeld, and by seizing what they supposed to be the 
key to their position make it untenable. The seizure of 
Spion Kop was expected to accomplish this purpose and 
we had reports of General Warren’s advance to that po- 
sition,e encountering some severe fighting on the way. 
Eleven officers and 279 men were reported wounded in 
a fight on Saturday, Jan. 20, on the —— from 
Mount Tintua, through Acton Homes into the Tugela 
eastward of Spion Kop and about six miles due west of 
Potgieter’s Drift. No serious resistance was made to 
the British advance and the Boers in their chosen posi- 
tions awaited the assault. We had a report of substantial 
British gains of a few miles at a time of the capture 
of Spion Kop, the key to the Boer’s position, thou ‘h this 
was contradicted in a despatch from esident rages 
received in New York Jan. 25, stating that the Engl 
had occupied only a portion of Spion Kop. 

In his p rom dire: 5 of Jan. 25, General Buller says: ‘“‘Gen- 
eral Warren’s garrison, I am sorry to say, I find this 
morning had in the night abandoned Spion Kop.” The 
press despatches tell that General arren ld thie

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The Chief Surgeon of the 8th Army Corps has asked 
that an additional large force of Hospital Stewards be 
sent to the Philippine Islands. The transport Tartar, 
which recently sailed from San Francisco for Manila, 
carried 68 men of the Hospital Corps, who will be as- 
signed to duty in the islands. Among this number there 
was only one Steward of the Regular Army, one of the 
Volunteer and four Acting Hospital Stewards. The 
Medical Department will soon add to this force. The ex- 
cellent Seale done by the Medical Department of the 
Army in the Philippine Islands has, om more than one 
occasion, been mentioned in the reports of the General 
commanding. This Department has labored under the 
most trying circumstances, but has alwaye given the 
reatest satisfaction to the War Department, and, we 

ink, to the country at large. 


As a result of the recent decisive victories of the Am- 
erican troops in the Philippine Islands, the Secretary of 
War has decided that it will not be necessary to main- 
tain for much longer such a large Army in Depart- 
ment of the Pacific. For the present the Department 
will confine itself as regards General Otis’s command to 
relieving some of the regiments which have seen the 
longest service in the Fuiipoteee. Some of the regiments 
of the Regular Army in the 8th Army Corps have been 
out of the United States for about two years. Two of 
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is being continued with no diminution of energy. From 
the north, too, come accounts of the smashing of insur- 
gent groups that are rapidly assuming the spirit and 
formation of banditti. The inability of the rebels to 
mass a considerable force for anyth more than a 
show of force before precipitate flight shows how true 
was the estimate of General Otis some weeks ago that 
the insurrection as an organized rebellion wae ended. 
Bay in the Laguna province and of Balayang in the far 
southwestern coast, shows with what thoroughness the 
broom is being swept across the southern districts. 
The fights _— ted in by the 46th Infantry are re- 
arded as of much im ce, as Maj. William H. 
ohnston has succeeded in defeating the rebels and driv- 
ing them from Cavite Province into Ba vince. 
Success has attended every movement and the disintegra- 
tion of the Filipino forces is daily beco more evi- 
dent. Maj. Johnston is a Captain of the 16th Regular 
Infantry and one of the officers recently promoted to a 
Volunteer commission. On Jan. 18 he advanced, forc- 
ing them eastward toward Calaca. At that place there 
was another fight and the Filipinos retreated toward 
Lemery. This town is on the west bank of the outlet 
of oe de Tapal. The outlet is the boundary be- 
tween Batangas and Cavite provinces. The city of Taal 
is on the east of the river and there the insurgents had 
located their headquarters, and it was regarded as an im- 
portant place to capture, as it was probable that Aguin- 
aldo was located there. Before attacking the Filipinos 
at Lemery, Maj. Johnston sent to Batangas for assist- 
ance. Three companies of Maj. Muir’s battalion station- 
ed at Batangas were sent against Taal and Maj. John- 
ston made a simultaneous advance on ry. He forced 
the enemy across the river into Taal. Swinging to the 


south he moved in a northerly direction against the city, 
while Maj. Muir’s forces attacked from north. The 
Filipinos were completely routed, scattering in many di- 


rections. Maj. Johnston captured four field pieces and 
a quantity of rifles. 
e gunboat Marietta oo-egeeniet with the troops. 

The escort of fifty men of Co. C, 30th Infantry, Lieut. 
Ralston commanding, which was am near Lipa, 
as is described in an official despatch, consisted of fifty 
convalescents from the hospital, who were going to re- 
join the regiment. The insurgents hid in the bushes 
along the road and opened fire upon the pack train from 
three sides. The Americans, in addition to their casual- 
ties, were compelled to abandon the train, which con- 
sisted of twenty-two horses. The latter, with their packs, 
all fell into the hands of the insurgents, who pursued 
the retreating escort for three miles along the road until 
the Americans were reinforced.

We have received from the Historical Art Company 
of Boston a copy of John B. Bachelder’s steel engray- 
ing, “Battle of Gettysburg.” The engraving, which is 
24x43 inches, will be found of the greatest interest by 
all who had any association with the battle through 
service on the Northern or Southern side or other con- 
nection. It ig well known that Mr. Bachelder has d:- 
voted much time to a careful study of this engagement 
and his pieture may be aceepted as historically accurate. 
The répulse of Longstreet’s assault, the turning point 
of the battle, is the mevement shown in the picture. It 
is accompanied by a key locating every important jin- 
dividual or command in the engagement. 








The old saying “different ships different ways” is cer- 
tainly exemplified now in two men-of-war of the fleet in 
Asiatic waters. We all know that there is no form of un- 
happiness more acute than when it is confined aboard 
ship, and an unhappy ship is well described by naval offi 
cers as a floating Hades. It appears from a letter receive: 
on Jan. 24 from Cavite, dated Dec. 16, that the Castine 
during her recent long cruise has richly earned that title. 
With one exception, every officer on this gunboat has dur 
ing the last three months been under suspension. At last 
one of the officers declined to accept his punishment with 
out protest, and insisted upon carrying his complaint to 
the Commander-in-Chief of the squadron. A court of in 
quiry will investigate the situation. The high authorities, 
however, have endeavored to squelch the proceedings, bu‘ 
the junior officer insisted that it would be for the good 
of the service to ventilate the affair rather than sup 
press it. 





The monitor Monadnock was the scene of an unfortu 
nate occurrence during her recent cruise. While at Cebu 
one of the natives wished to board her, but not being fa- 
miliar with naval etiquette, he came over the side in the 
wrong place. Doubtless he did not know the bow from 
the stern, and in attempting to fire over him, in order to 
advise him of his iniquity, he was shot in the hip, and 
died. Life is apparently not of great value in the Philip 
pines, for it is said that the payment of $300 to his famil) 
by Capt..MeGowan’ hushed the matter and prevented the 
investigation of the case, which, one might presume, 
would naturally follow. The commander.of the Monad 
nock must be congratulated on this lucky circumstance 
If the native of some European country had been the vic 
tim the episode would assume the importance of an inter- 
national affair and indemnity proceedings would be in 
order, as was the case of the living target practice of the 
Omaha off the Island of Ikeshima some years ago, 





Capt. John B. Jeffery, who was an Acting Quarter 
master of Volunteers, has been recommended for brevet- 
ship for gallant and distinguished service by Genera! 
Marcus TY’. Miller in a letter addressed to Q. M. Gen. 
Ludington. The officer was attached to the staff of 
General Miller as Brigade Quartermaster and afterward 
as Depot Quartermaster at Iloilo. He seized a vessel 
under the guns of the fort and turned the troops ashore. 
He established a hospital, drove off a body of insurgents 
and saved property valued at $4,500,000. He saved 
Tloito from a water famine when the city was burning: 
cleaned up the city after the fire, enabling travel to be 
opened up; procured transportation for the Army, sup- 
plying the troops, and was the first Depot Quartermaster 
at Iloilo. General Miller says in conclusion: “I wish to 
say that when there was any hazardous or important 
duty to be done, he showed marked executive ability, 
promptness and readiness in executing my orders. That 
he well succeeded is a matter of record.” Capt. Jef 
fery was honorably mustered out July 13 last, and has 
just arrived in Washington.

The latest issue of the “Proceedings of the U. 8. Naya! 
Institute” has an article by F. B. Anderson, late Lieut.. 
U. 8. N., giving a detailed account of the coast signal 
system developed during the war with Spain. Lieut. 
Anderson shows that the inhabitants of the towtis néar 
the coast signal stations for some reason seemed to 
gather a sense of security on account of having the sta 
tions near them, and helped the crews in every conceiv 
able way. He praises the part played by the Nava! 
Militia in this signal service, and states that any scheme 
for the establishment of a permanent service should 
take into consideration the possibility of drawing on the 
service for deep-sea cruising, replacing the crews with 
Naval Militia.

THE QUESTION OF ARMY INOGRBASB. 

On the 17th of March, 1898, Mr. Hull introduced in 
th: House of Representatives his bill “for the better 
orcinization of the Army of the United States.” It 
provided for a regimental organization Of two battalions 
of (hree companies each and two skeletdn or unmanned 
companies, These skeleton companies were to be manned 
in time of war, and, with two additional companies, 
were to form a third battalion, the companies being at 
the same time increased to a total of 250 for the in- 
fautry, 100 for a cavalry troop, 200 for a battery of 
heavy artillery, and 173 for a field battery. Tf this bill 
had passed the Regular Army would have been in- 
crcased during war to a total of 108,500 men, and with 
the leavening influence of the magnificent little Army 
we had at that time, and a proper system of recruiting 

appointment, we should have had as fine an Army 
for its size as could be found in the world. We should 
have escaped in a large measure, if not altogether, the 
scondals that distracted the country because of the ig- 
orapee of military organization and methods on the part 

f troops having few of the characteristics of military

have only been able to accomplish after a

POLICY REGARDING TH® PHILIPPINES. 
In a speech before the Senate Mr. George Turner, 
fusionist Senator from Washington, said: 
“My own view of the course to be pursued at this 
juncture fh the matter of .

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a cordon of guns is to permit them to bar us out. We 
cannot suffer that. China is our friend and neighbor 
and customer, and aggression on her under certain cir- 
cumstances is aggression on us. Of course we are not 
required ‘to act the part of Don Quixote and go to the 
assistance of our celestial neighbors unless our own ma- 
teria) interests are threatened. 

“Tt it be true, as stated in the public prints, that 
the nations appearing to have designs on that country 
have made pledges to us of free and unrestricted trade 
in territory already occupied by them or which they shall 
hereafter occupy, that perhaps ought to be accepted as 
sufficient. It is not a very brave or generous thing ‘to 
do, but probably it would be approved by the resolutions 
of prudence. But one thing fs certain. If those na- 
tions have mide us these pledges, or shall do so, it will 
be on condition that we make reciprocal concessions in 
our BRastern possessions, This, every lawyer knows, we 
cannot do without amending our great organic law. Thus 
we have the seeds of certain controversy in that quar- 
ter of the world which sooner or later will embroil us in 
war. 

“We can avoid al this by granting independence to 
the Filipino, can win back his confidence in us and his 
gratitude to us, can make him our friend and 
ally forever, can secure by Commercial treaties with 
him all the benefits of annexation without any of its 
burdens, and with restricted possessions in that coun- 
try, sufficient, howevér, for our naval and military pow- 
er, we will be all the better equipped to compel that re- 
spect for our flag which the interests of our people there 
may require. This is all absurilly easy of accomplish- 
ment. All that it requires is a little generosity and 
magnanimity and a loyal adherence to the fundamental 
principles of oir own Government.” 

This all seems very simple, but it involves the accept- 
ance by the Filipinos of the paper promises with which 
Mr. Turner proposes to beguile them. ‘This is the diffi- 
culty now, ard it Kas been the difficulty from the first. 
The officers of the Army on duty in the Philippines, the 
present administration, and the dominant majority in 
Congress do not propose, and never have proposed, to de- 
prive the Filipinos of full independence an hour longer 
beyond the period fixed by Mr. Turner, namely, “when- 
ever they Shall have shown themselves fitted for that 
great boon.” The only disptite now is as to whether or 
not this time has already come. Are Aguinaldo and his 
compatriots any more likély to accept the assurances of 
Mr. Turner on this subject than those already given 
them? Our whole history shows, then, that our disposi- 
tior is to transfer to the vatious communities within the 
jurisdiction of the United States the full measure of citi- 
zeriship, even before they are ready to receive it. 

The gentlemen who are so free with their goody-goody 
talk know perfectly well that it is only talk, and that 
there is po danger that the Philippines will suffer op- 
pression dt the hands of any American administration. 
If they should submit to the authority of the United 


States the danger would be quite in the 
opposite direction. We should too soon have 
a lobby at Washington urging the admission of 


Luzon as a State, with Aguinaldo as a Senator. 
There has been absolutely no choice from the first 
between the course we are purstiing and an tire 
withdrawal from the islands. The men who have test. 
ed the fslands and who untlerétand the situation, are of 
one way of thinking. That others who believe that indul- 
gence in loose séntimentility is statesmanship think oth- 
erwise is no argument for a-ehange.

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


The Holland Torpedo Boat Company has arranged‘ for 
an exhibition test of the Holland to be given Jan. 27 
over a course of a measured mile on the Potomac River 
near Fort Washington. The movements will ifclude the 
sending of the Holland at full speed on the surface and 
when submerged, and torpedoes will be expelled while 
noatung on the water and while under the water, the 
target being a flag buoy. Secretary Long has not yet 
determined what action to take with reference to the 
Holland and the exhibitors hope to show the officials 
of the Department that the Holland will meet in every 
way the requirements of the Navy.

ship oniy, but as reported it vears an amendment giving 
the Secretary ot the Navy discretion to permit its use as 
“a naval museum and tioating monument to the glory of 
American sailors,” to be stationed at the Washington 
Navy Yard or elsewhere, as may be determined by the Sec- 
retary of the Navy. 


The new smokeless factory for the Navy building at 
the Indian Head Proving Station on the Potomac will, 
on its completion, this spring, begin immediately the 
manufacture of powder for the large guns of the ser- 
vice.

Its officers hold naval rank and are commissioned for 
life as are the officers of the Army and Navy. Their ves- 
sels are armed cruisers carrying full complements of small 
arms. The crews are enlisted and drill with great guns 
and small arms. Since the year 1 the Revenue Service 
has co-operated eight times with the Army and Navy. 
That it can be of great service in times of national peril 
was shown by the work of the Hudson at Cardenas and 
the McCulloch at Manila during the last war.

TORPEDO BOAT REPORT. 

The Naval Board on Construction on Jan. 19 decided 
by a vote of 4 to 1 against recommending the purchase 
of the Holland submarine torpedo boat. The majority 
report says that the proposition was to buy the boat for 
$165,000 as she stands, or two larger boats for $170,000 
each. The report says: “The Board does not recommend 
the purchase of the Holland.” Then it goes on to cite 
the delinquency of the company in the case of the boat 
Plunger, and says when that craft is out of the way 


and settled for it will be time to discuss further con- 
tracts. The signers of this report are Rear Admis. 
O'Neil, Melville, Bradford and Comdr. Clover. The 
take pains to point out that they refrain from any criti- 
cism or discussion of the merits of the Holland and 
merely consider it a bad business transaction to buy it 
when larger and better boats can be got for nearly the 
same money. 

The minority report is signed by Admiral Hichborn, 
and takes the ground that the question of possible im- 
provements in the Plunger have been in the hands of a 
Naval Board for some months, the report of which has 
itself been held in abeyance, it is believed, pending the 
result of official tests of the Holland. The express in- 
tention of the company to proceed, as soon as autho: 
with the necessary alterations to the Plunger, without 
expense to the Government, seems in every way satis- 
factory, and will, the Admiral believes, be promptly car- 
ried out. Considering the comparatively small cost of 
submarine boats, he believes that the Government 
should encourage their development, in view of their 
possibilities in time of war, and, furthermore, that it 
should have the boats in its possession for pu of 
experiment and drill. Admiral Hichborn holds t the 
Department would be fully warranted in contra 
for two boats of the Holland type; the Holland itse 
being acceptable, in his opinion, although less desirabie 
than the proposed boats of slightly greater dimensions. 
The immediate possession of the Holland, however, in 
the event of a sudden emergency, is to be co an 
advantage. The fact of our paving possession of the 
Holland, in her present state of efficiency, in the

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VETERINARY SURGBONS. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 

The veterinary surgeons of our cavalry regiments have 
an anomalous position. The veterinarian is as import- 
ant for the care of our horses as @ surgeon is for the 
care of our men; in other words, he is a necessary ad- 
junct to our cavalry service. He should be given an of- 
ficial status similar to that of our surgeons and should 
have privilege of retiring after an honorable and faith- 
ful service. As it is now, a veterinary a is ap- 
pointed by the Secretary of War and assigned to a regi- 
ment and becomes a part of that regiment, yet he is re- 
garded as a civilian. He sees men grow old in the serv- 
ice and retire as a reward for their long and faithful 
service, but he remains, no matter how old he grows or 
how long and faithful is his service. Now that legisla- 
tion is being considered with a view of improving the 
Army, this anomalous status of the veterinary surgeons 
should be corrected.

NEW QUARTERS AT FORT WARREN, MASS. 

The new barracks at Fort Warren, Boston, Mass., 
have been completed and it is a comfortable and up-to- 
date structure in @very respect. The change from the 
quarters in the casemate of the fort to the new build- 
ing is highly appreciated by Battery G, 7th Art., who 
are to octupy thém. ‘The building is of wood, two and 
one-half stories high, with a large basement, and 
porches ranning the entire length of the front and rear, 
beth upstairs and down. The edifice is painted in reg- 
ular Army style, viz., drab, with red trimmings. The 
reof is of slate. 

The main entrance is indicated by two large doors, 
which open up on a broad entry facing a large flight of 
stairs, leading to the u part of the house.

PUGET SOUND NAVAL STATION. 
Bremerton, Wash., Jan. 19, 1900. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal. 

In an article in one of your contemporaries on specifi- 
cations for steam engineering machinery at the different 
Navy Yards, speaking of the Navy Yard at Bremerton, 
Wash., the writer says, among other erroneous things: 
“Another of the difficulties of carrying on work at Brem- 
erton is in the short hours of the work day in winter. It 
is so far north that the men are not able to work much 
more than five hours of the twenty-four, and this seri- 
ously delays the completion of any naval job.” 

The Bremerton Navy Yard is in latitude 47° 32’ North. 
This is only about 400 miles further north than New York 
and something like 600 miles further south than Glas- 

ow, Scotlan , and about 200 miles further south than 
ortsmouth, England. I have never heard that the high 
latitudes of the two latter places interfered with naval 
work. In fact, they seem to be able to do very fast work 
there, which could not be the case were the work days 
of winter as short as the correspondent would have us 
believe are those at Bremerton, Wash. Or he look 
upon this whole Northwest country as benighted, and 
imagines that it must necessarily be subject to more 
physical darkness than places nearer older settlements. 
t may seem incredible to him, but the men at the Brem- 
erton Navy Yard always work eight hours each work 
day, and have no trouble whatever in putting im a very 
good day’s work, too, even on outside work, ae frost 
and snow are scarcely known here. In that regard Brew- 
erton is not so benighted as even Washington City.

MASSACHUSETTS TRAINING SCHOOL.

The Boer war is already giving rise to questions of 
vital interest in Bngland’s colon The “Civil. and 
Military Gazette” of India tells us that “the mainte- 
nance of the British Empire is a question of interest, 
not of sentiment—whether for India or Australasia or 
Canada or other of the Imperial States. If India some 
day can stand alone, she will do +t Pp as Canada, 
Australasia or South Africa will do so if ever they feel 
themselves independent of each other’s support and of 
that of the Brit Isles.”

BREAKING DOWN OF A. TRANSPORT. 
Secretary Root has received official reports from Col. 
Pettit and Lieut. Col. Hayes, of the Sist Regiment of 
Infantry, confirming the report regarding the breaking 
down of the machinery of the transport Manauense and 
her delay on the voyage to Manila due to-a leak which 
was not discovered prior to the departure of the ship 
from Honolulu. Both of the officérs state that it is 


their opinion that something was wrong with the ves- 
sel before she left San | Kage and their reports give 
in detail an account of the suffering on the ship. Copies 
of the reports of the two officers have been sent 
the War rtment to General Shafter and to Col. 
Long in San neisco for investigation and report. The 
Department is much concerned over the statement of the 
two officers, Col. Evens, with his headquarters, was on 
the City of Peking an 

that portion of the 3ist Regiment. w 
Manauense. The two vessels left Honolulu Nov. 5 and 
on the same night the electric light nt broke down 
next the refrigerating bey broke down, one of the 
boilers sprung a leak and the ship also. Naturally 

were many long and tedious delays. Constant signaling 
was kept up between the two ships and for some time 
it was a question as to whether the Manauense would 
live through the voyage. The City of Peking kept by 
her at all times to render what assistance she could. 
The Quartermaster’s Department stated that no ship of 
the transport service was ever more thoroughly in- 
spected. r some time this question of the inspection 
ef the tratisports has been giving the officials of the 
War Department much trouble. 

That there should be no question about thorough in- 
spections, Secretary Root directed that 
order be sent to General Shafter, Sept. 16, 1899: ‘““Hav- 
ing reference to previous instructions on the subject, the 
Secretary of War enjoins upon you the importance of 
careful inspections under your special directions, in addi- 
tion to that by officers of the ——— service, of all 
ships, including hospital Fagor on which troops are to 
embark, that you should in this way fully satisfy your- 
self that the best possible service in the way of trans- 
portation is being had.” , 

When the question of the breaking down of the trans- 
port Manauense was first reported to the War Depart- 
ment by General Otis, Col. Long was telegraphed to 
about the matter and made the following reply: 

Reference your telegram to-day. Transport anauense 
ealled Oct. 25 for Manila via Honolulu. er capacity was 
28 officers and 530 enlisted men. She carried 17 officers and 
380 enlisted men. She was inspected by Capt. Metcalfe, sur- 
veyor Lloyds register, who officially reported vessel “‘in 
order and condition when she left this port, both In hull and 
machinery.” She is classed a number one Star one Lloyds. 
She was also thoroughly inspected here by the Treasury De- 
partment inspector of hulls and boilers, who reported her in 
exeellent condition. Official reports of these officers are on 
file and recorded. Treasury Department officials would not 
ullow any unseaworthy ship, whether Government or other- 
wise, to leave port, would not grant clearance, consequently 
expert opinion pronounced Manauense perfectly seaworthy. 
She was provided with all life-saving apparatus, even more 
than Treasury Department regulations required. Her crew 
under ordinary circumstances number 32 men. She actually 
carried from San Francisco a crew of 49 men, ere fully 
met requirements of Treasury officials. She carried 55\days’ 


provisions for 400 enlisted men and was provisioned for 
crew and Army officers by ents of vessel for 160 days. 
Besides she bad in her hold tons measurement of bacon, 


flour, canned goods and other commissary supp itee. Manauv- 
ense was also thoroughly inspected by Cols. Garlington and 
Maus, Inspectors General, and by Capt. Barneson, Marine 
Superintendent, and other transport officials. Lieut. Col. 
Hayes also frequently inspected transport previous to de- 
parture. All expressed themselves thoroughly satisfied with 
every arrangement and provision made here. The ship met 
Lioyds requirements, which are the highest known among 
shipping people. This in itself should a sufficient guar- 
antee of seaworthiness, The vessel made an average speed 
of 10 knots from Honolulu to Manila. Had her machinery 
been seriously impaired, she certainly could not have made 
the distance covered in time she did. I believe, and all our 
officials connected with transport service here, concur, when 
Manauense left left here, she was perfectly seaworthy, fully 
manned and amply provisioned." 
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DECISIONS BY THE COMPTROLLER. 

The Comptroller has decided the matter in the case of 
the appeal of Maj. Robert 8S. Smith, Paymaster, from 
the decision of the Auditor. The Auditor for the War 
Department has decided that the officer was furnished 
transportation and subsistence in kind, including meals 
and stateroom, at the expense of the United States 
during a journey in question, under orders from Port 


Tampa, Fla., to Santiago, Cuba, and that payment to the 
Quartermaster for meals during the voyage does not 
give him the right to mileage. The Comptroller, after 
reviewing the case, has decided that as it was under- 
stood that there was no provision for furnishing sub- 
sistence without charge to officers of the Army who 
were traveling on said transport at the time Maj. Smith 
performed the journey above described, the officer could 
no more be regarded as having been furnished subsistence 
by the Government while traveling on said transport, than 
if he had purchased his provisions from a Commissary or 
from private parties, and is therefore entitled to mileage 
at the rate of 4 cents a mile. The decision of the Auditor 
is disapproved. 

The Comptroller decides that in a ‘case where the 
United States has borne the expénse of the original 
burial of a soldier, nothing can be allowed for the ex- 
pense of reburial. The United States having buried the 
soldier at the place of death, there cannot any law- 
ful claim against the Government for an expense in- 
curred by individuals in the transportation and rebur- 
ial of the remains. 

In the case of the funeral expenses of Comdr. J. W. 
Carlin, U. 8S. N., the Comptroller holds that an of- 
ficer of the Navy who dies on the high seas while on 
duty dies in a foreign country and his funeral expenses 
may be defrayed by the United States, not to exceed in 
amount one month’s sea pay of the officer. These ex- 
penses include necessary cost of transportation of the 
remains. The cost of an escort to accompany the body 
from San Francisco to Carthage, which the relatives 
requested, is not, according to the Comptroller, a funeral 
expense, and hence cannot be borne by the Govern- 
ment. 

In the case of an appeal of George Mackay, Civil En- 

ineer, U. 8S. N., from the action of the Auditor of the 
Navy Department in disallowing his claim to be paid at 
the rate of $3, a year as a civil engineer in his fourth 
period of five years’ service, the Comptroller holds that 
the five years’ credit given by Section 15 of the Navy 
Personnel act to appointees from civil life, was not in- 
tended to be cumulative with prior military service with 
which an officer might be entitled to be credited for the 
purpost of computing his pay under the act of March 3. 
The action of the Auditor is affirmed.

Gloucester, ac- 
curately modeled in low relief, and upon the o ite side, 
in raised letters, “Santiago de Cuba, July 3 1898.” The 
scabbard is of black steel damascened in gold with various 
decorations. Upon the red band is the monogram “R. 
W.,” and beneath it “U. S. N.;” upon the middle band the 
single letter “W.” The blade is of fine steel with the in- 
scription damascened in gold and a successon of torpedo 
boats, su ting the Furor and Pluton, as a fitting orna- 
ment. e belt and trappings have mountings of solid 
gold. The sword is fitted in a handsome wooden case, 
lined with red satin, with an escutcheon and inscription 
on the top. The committee of gentlemen charged with 
securing and selecting the testimonial to Comdr. Wain- 
wright are Charles C. Glover, chairman; Charles J. Bell, 
Brig. Gen. Geo. H. Harries, John C. Poor, secretary; F. 
FP. B. Sands, treasurer. The sword was made by Tiff- 
fany & Co., New York, who made nearly all the presen- 
tation swords given to the distinguished heroes of the 
Spanish-American war.

DENTISTS FOR THE ARMY. 

In a report sent by mail, General Otis says that the 
teeth of nearly every man in the islands are in bad 
stages of decay and recommends that a number of den- 
tists be sent from the United States to look after the 
molars and the grinders of the fighting men in the Phil- 
ippines. He states that after a careful investigation, 
he finds that a year of life in the tropics, living on Army 
rations, has almost completely ruined nearly 50 per cent. 
of the teeth, while those of the remaining soldiers are in 
various bad stages of decay. Adjt. Gen. Corbin has dis- 
covered that there is no way by which dentists can be 
sent to the Philippines to look after the teeth of the men, 
unless Congress provides for such appointments, and a 
bill for this purpose has been introduced eral Otis 
cites the case of Walter Fitzgerald, Co. G, 28th Inf. 
Nineteen months in the tropics, subsisting on the rations 
of the Army, have resulted in the loss of nearly every 
tooth in his mouth. The climate undermines the roots 
of the teeth, while the tropical fever affects the 
gums and loosens the teeth. Grinding on Army biscuits 
and canned beef naturally doesn’t improve p, Rony In 
the case of Fitzgerald, the teeth did not decay, but they 
dropped out one by one. This is a common ailment in 
the Philippines.
